meiicd, becauie not to be prevented, and generally 

{eizes on a Man’s molt fenfible Part, difordcrs his Rea- 

fon, and carries him cut of the World before he has the 
Opportunity of knowing himfelf to be a Fool. 

Thus it is with my Friend Tom Carelefs, who, tho’ 
really an Ingenious Man and fit for Pufinefs, (has no 
Fltate, nor ever like to have any) yet thinks himfelf 
above it. His Head is always full of Chymerical Ideas 
of Merit, he is continually difquieting himfelf with the 
fancy’d profpect of what he is never like to attain to, 
and at the leaft [gger:uption of Providence in the Prof- 
perity «f his Life, blames his Fortune, curfes his Scars, 
and yails at the degeneracy of Mankind; tho at the 
fame time he fees not his own Error in indulging fuch 
Notions, that will (if not in time prevented) be hts 
Ruin. As I know him to bea Man worthy of a better 
Pate, I have by an application of Argument, endea- 
voured to reciaim him, but in vain, all the aniwer he 
gives me, is, That he is fenhble of the Truth of what I 
fay, but that the Superiour Madnefs is {0 rooted in his 
Soul, that he cannot [hake it off, tho at the (ame time he 
fees his Ruin in too vifible Charatters before him, “Tisnot 
long ago that he was advane’d to a considerable Poft, 
only on this condition, that he would refrain from 
thofe dangerous Liberties he us’d to take in (that Bane 
of Mankind, that Defiruétion of Youth) Poetry. The 
Poor Man tranfported with the Proifpect of what was 
fet before him, took up a Refolution of reclaiming his 
pat Life, and for fome time kept himfelf 1n fuch a 
Decoruin, that if well follow’d might have conduc’d 
much to his. Inierelft. But alas! fuch is the unace 
countablenefs of out Deftiny, fuch the weaknefs of our 
flrongelt Refolves again{t the more violent bent of our 
Tnclinations, that like a River for fome time obftructed 
In its paffage, breaks out again wirh the more violence; 
fo Carelefs after the Retfolution cf a few Months, ran 
Op mere Impetuoutly than ever. In thort, the too 
rigid reftraint he had put upon himiclf turo’d his

His 111 Succets in the Adventures of Love, and 
the Cruelty of ihe Yair, adds much to his uneafineds, 
as he himfelf exprefics 1.

Thus he gocs on, raving in Heroicks, wichout feeing 
the true caufe of his Misfortune, which is really no- 
thing but Mifapplication ; whil{t his#riends pity him, 
his Enemies laugh in their Sleeves, and he juftly 
blames himfelf for what he thinks he cannot avoid. 
As he imagii.es his end to. be near approaching, he tells 

e, he has prepar’d his lait dying Speech for the Prefs, 
and becaufe he looks upon hiimtelf as a Malefactor fa- 
crific’d to the Refentment of the World, he is inclin’d 
to take their Method in haranguing the learned part ef 
Mankind ; tho with this difference, that as they genc- 
rally lay the ftrefs of their Folly on Sabbath-breaking 
and Whoring, he attributes all his Fatlings to Wit and 
want of Money. Thus the unhappy Man intends to 
quit the World, ammidit thefe felf diforders; and in- 
deed I know no way to prevent it, unleis fome Cha- 
ritable Friend wou'd be io kind as to make his Exir, 
and leave hima comfortable Eitate to fubfilt on, whicis 
Tam almott pofitive would not only prevent his tou 
early Deftruction, but reftore him again to the richt 
ule of his Reafon, and at leaft make him beneficial to 
himfelf, if not to the reit of Mankind. At the con- 
clufion of this Paragraph, Madam Scientia enter’d the 
Room, and wou’d make me oblige her with the read- 
ing of what I had written, and then made this nota- 
ble remark on the whole, That the greateft Wiss are 
generally the greatelt Fools.

And tho’ a Man when under 
the Llmbrage of Power and Authority, may take a Li- 
berty of faying what he pleafes, and make a great 
Noife to little purpofe, at a Convention of the fame 
Kidney, yet the time may come when Ju(tice will take 
place, and the injur’d Subject find Redrefs, as well as 
the imaginary wou'd---be-—Monarch.
